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FRANCE,_THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 
Mr. G. T. Edwards has furnished further par- 
ticulars of his interesting work in connexion 
with the Paris Exhibition.

Guizot declare in the Salle Evangélique, in the 
grounds of the Exhibition, ‘This is the greatest 
victory for religious liberty in France for 200 
years ;’ and indeed I daily wonder at the liberty 
we enjoy here, as well as at the evident eagerness 
‘with which the people receive the word of God. 
The Lord, it seems to me, is in a remarkable way 
moving the hearts of this pecple to seek after his 
word, and I cannot but think that a wave of 
spiritual influence is passing over this city at the 

‘ present time, the effect of which cannot now be 
fally known, for the great day alone will declare it. 

You would be interested to observe the crowds of 

__ people every afternoon flocking into our depot, 
_ while often a knot of priests may be seen standing 
outside, looking on in amazement; but so far from 
‘using the slightest influence to prevent the people 
‘coming in they often come in themselves, and 
‘priests and people are seen departing with the 
word of God. In the Salle Evangélique it is com- 
puted that from 10,000 to 12,000 persons a week 
hear the Gospel proclaimed in the French tongue, 
while religious tracts have been circulated by

of France lately issued a letter to his clergy, dis- 
suading, if not prohibiting them from visiting the 
Exhibition, as likely to be attended with damage 
to their spiritual interests. The bishop had 
probably been here himself, and having seen the 
prominence given to the word of God, from his 
point of view and in the interests of his church, 
he certainly gave his clergy prudent counsel. It 
is not a little solemn to see how the written word, 
like the living Word Himself when He was on 
earth, serves to ‘reyeal the thoughts of many 
hearts ;’ on the one hand, drawing out the enmity 
of priestcraft and unbelief; but also, on the other, 
bringing to light the many humble, seeking souls, 
who, when they hear of him, are ready to cry, 
‘We would see Jesus.’ Another instance I would 
also mention, illustrating the opportunities for 
usefulness that are continually occurring here. A 
short time ago, I received a letter from a person 
in the Mazas prison in Paris, begging that I 
would send him an English Bible. The letter 
was that of an educated man, and on sending the 
Bible, I wrote to say that I hoped soon to have an 
opportunity of coming to the prison to see him ; 
on which I received a reply, full of thanks for the 
Sacred Volume, and begging me to come without 
delay. After obtaining the requisite permission 
from the judge and prefect of police, I went, and 
found a literary man from the United States, who 
had come to Paris for the purpose of sending 
accounts of the Exhibition to certain journals on 
the other side of the Atlantic. With that lack of 
prudence too common in men of his profession, he 
had reckoned on supplies which, when needed, 
were not forthcoming, while a creditor, whose 
claims he could not satisfy, had thrown him into 
prison, and there I found him in solitary confine- 
ment, while, with a grating between us, I tried to 
direct his thoughts to Him who came to proclaim 
deliverance to the captives. Poor fellow, in his 
solitude and his sorrow he bethought him of the 
word of God, and having, in his visits to the 
Exhibition, seen our depot, he addressed his letter 
there, haying no other friend to appeal to, and I 
was glad to send him what I trust may yet turn 
his sorrow into joy. Thus it is, that in the midst of 
so many encouraging circumstances, I cannot but 
feel a certain measure of regret that we have now 
but one more month to labour here; and though 
this work has involved prolonged absence from 
home and the duties of my northern district, yet 
ee would I remain, if it could be continued 

r a much longer period.

Iraty.—We are glad to receive information 
from Italy. The Rev. Mr. Morehead, of Carara, 
informs us of continued desire for the Scriptures. 
With funds appropriated by this Society, he has 
purchased 174 Bibles and 295 Testaments, of 
which 85 Bibles and 157 Testaments have been 
distributed by him. Many of these were donated 
to the children of the schools and to attendants 
on the religious services, who were too poor to 
pay for them. We have also loud calls from Mr. 
Clark, of Milan, tor larger aid in Bible work in 
Italy and Southern Europe. 

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC.—We continue to receive 
encouraging statements from Mr. Milne. George 
Schmidt continues his labours with varying suc- 
cess, according to the state in which he finds the 
people. A letter from Mr. Milne, which we insert 
elsewhere, shows the kind of opposition he has to 
encounter, and how in many cases he triumphs 
over it. 

Inpra.— We have recently received a letter from 
the Rev. R. G. Wilder, dated, Mulkapoor, Nov. 25, 
1867, in which he returns his thanks for a grant 
of books and funds for his Bible work. While we 
regret that his health is suffering, yet we rejoice 
with him that a good degree of success attends 
his labours. The Bible is received and read by 
many. He says: “Our young king sent a nice 
note of thanks in his own hand for his copy, and 
several other copies have gone into the hands of 
young men who will read them thoughtfully.”

ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 

The following letter from Mr. Milne should have 
been published before, but we have been so crowd- 
ed with copy that we could not find room for it. 

ROSARIO DE SANTA FE, Oct. 1, 1867. 

My Dear Srr:—As my last only brought the 
account of George Schmidt’s labours down to the 
time of his leaving Santiago del Estero, I shall re- 
sume the narrative at that point. On leaving 
Santiago, G. §. started by coach for Tucaman. 
This city is the capital of the province, and is 
situated at a distance of forty-three leagues N. W. 
of Santiago del Estero. On the way thither 
he passed a small village, called Cuba, where he 
improved the short time the coach stopped by 
offering some of his books for sale, and disposed 
of one Bible and six New Testaments. The popu- 
lation of Tucaman is estimated at 14,000. For 
scenery and fertility the province is unequalled by 
any other in the Argentine Republic, perhaps in 
South America; but the remote distance at which 
it lies from any port, and the tedious mode of 
conveying produce to market, has hitherto proved 
an effectual barrier to its progress. Bullock carts 
occupy from two to four months to reach Rosario, 
and spend a month to six weeks discharging and 
loading. . 

On reaching Tucaman, G. 8. called on the gov- 
ernor, to ask his permission to sell the Scriptures 
without a patent. The governor received him 
very kindly, bought a Bible, told him he needed 
no written permission, and that he might depend 
on his protection in the prosecution of his work. 
At first George had very good success, which very 
soon aroused the clergy, who set themselves with 
all their might to frustrate the object of his mis- 
sion among them. By their threats and counsels 
they prevented many famishing souls from becom- 
ing possessed of the inexhaustible source of 
aliment. They visited the schools, and cautioned 
the teachers to prohibit the introduction of the 
New Testament by the scholars into the schools. 
One teacher however, who had bought a Bible and 
proved it, gave his scholars counsel to avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of becoming possessed of 
the Gospel, and had it introduced into his school. 
One day G. was accosted by an old gentleman, who 
asked him why he still continued selling his false 
books after all the priests had said about them. 
G. replied that if they could be shown to be false,

He met with a few in Tucaman who were in 
possession of Bibles which had been bought in 
Rosario, out of a deposit left in a store by a Bible 
agent some years ago. The store-keeper told him 
that not a single copy had been sold. This inci- 
dent shows that colportage is the only effectual 
mode to place the Bible in the hands of the 
people. Before leaving for Salta, he visited a 
small town about twelve leagues distant from Tu- 
caman, called Monteros; but the news of the pro- 
hibited books was there before him; nevertheless 
God opened the hearts of not a few to listen to the 
truth, and listening, were persuaded to embrace 
the opportunity they enjoyed of becoming owners 
of the Bible. 

The next place visited was Salta, ninety-two 
leagues north, or nearly so, from Tucaman. This 
city is the residence of a hishop who spared no 
pains to bring discredit on the Bible, and the 
Bible colporteur. Some years ago, a Bible agent 
passed through this city, and on offering his 
books for sale in the plaza was taken in charge 
and fined, notwithstanding the Bibles were 
Roman Catholic translation, Since then it would 
appear things have greatly changed for the better ; 
not indeed that Romanism has changed for the 
better, its course is only from bad to worse, but in 
its haste downward, it seems to have lost its hold 
of at least the government. 

The governor and government officials, as also 
the newspapers, all shewed G. S. the greatest 
kindness. The chief of the police through the 
newspaper gaye the vicar-general a severe repri- 
mand for his dealings toward George, and the 
way he had spoken of the books. The clergy 
here are divided in two parties, the one calling 
the other heretics and such like. 

From Salta G. 8. proceeded to Jujuy, eighteen 
leagues still further north. Here also the news of 
the prohibited books had reached before him, and 
a large advertisement to the faithful had been on 
the church door some days before he got there, 
warning them not to lose their souls by coun- 
tenancing in any way the spread of such poisonous 
books as were soon to be offered for sale in their 
streets by a foreigner. 

A day or two after he arrived in the city of 
Jujuy, he went to visit the governor; but as he — 
approached the government house, he saw a priest 
step in, and guessing his errand to be the placing 
of some obstacle in his way, he thought he had 
better wait till he came out. As soon.as he made 
his appearance, George entered, saluted the 
governor, and announced the object of his visit, 
namely, to seek permission to sell his books. He 
hesitated for a moment, and then referred the 
matter to his minister and secretary, who were 
seated at the same table. The minister promptly 
gave it as his opinion that permission ought not 
to be given, as they were Catholics, and the Bibles 
to be sold Protestant, and prohibited by the 
church. In this opinion agreed also the secretary, 
seeing they were without notes. George asked if 
he had a Bible in his possession, and said he 
should like to compare his books with any approv- — 
ed Bible he might be able to produce. The min- 
ister said he had a Bible, and would have it 
brought if G. would return in the afternoon. He 
returned and found the minister furnished with 
a copy of the Vulgate. When he could find no 
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discrepancy in the text, he made out they were 
bad because they had only two books of the 
Kings, while his had four. In vain did G. show 
him the change of name; he would insist they 
were bad, and told him to take care that he did 
not offer them for sale. From the government 
house G. went to the governor’s private house to 
speak with him, as he had not been present at the 
second interview. He found him an agreeable and 
familiar old gentleman, and had no difficulty in 
getting his permission. 

He encountered much opposition on the part of 
the priests, and the people they had stirred up ; so 
much that he found it difficult to find a place to 
stay at. The priests had told the people not even 
to speak to him or salute him on the way. During 
the three days he was offering the Scriptures for 
sale there, he only disposed of seyen Bibles and 
ten New Testaments; but they were sold to per- 
sons who could in some measure appreciate them. 

From Juguy G. 8. began to retrace his steps, it 
being impracticable to go further up the country. 
On his way back he met with persons at the 
various places he had visited before who were 
happy to see him again. 

By the time he returned to Rosario, he was 
beginning to feel discouraged on account of the 
little success he had had, compared with former 
times, and wished to retire from the work, but he 
has consented to remain.

EXTRACTS OF A LETTER FROM RHV. J. H. BALLAGH. 
YOKOHAMA, JAPAN, Dec. 5, 1867. 

Rey. anp Drar Sir :—I send you as requested 
in your letter to Rey. Dr. Brown, of August 6th, 
an account of receipts and disbursements of Bible 
Society’s funds for the year now closing. 
_ As the large depository of Bibles was unfortu- 
nately burned with Dr. Brown’s house, in Apri! 
last, I have no account to render of sale or distri- 
bution of Scriptures in English. Twenty-four 
copies of the Bible, sold a short time previous to 
the fire, have since been paid for. They were the 
purchase of a former pupil of mine, who has a 
school for English in Yedo, and who makes the 
study of the Bible the only study allowed on the 
Sabbath. He explains it himself to his pupils, 
and has advanced as far as the seventeenth of 
Genesis. His sole instructor is one of Bagster’s 
complete reference Bibles, He is making a trans- 
lation of Genesis into Japanese for my assistance 
in exposition at my night meetings. There are a 
great many Bible students in the empire, some 
very interesting cases of such coming to light re- 
cently, in connexion with Rey. Mr. Thompson’s 
Bible class, 

The Romanists are putting out their idols to 


attract this simple-minded people, and we feel it

INTERESTING FACTS. 
YoxouAMA, JAPAN, Dec. 5, 1867. 

To the Seerctary of the American Bible Society. 

Dear Sm:—At the suggestion of the Rev. Mr. 
Ballagh, of the Dutch Reformed Mission at this 
place, I write you an account ofi an interesting 
young man with whom I a short time ago be- 
came acquainted. The subject of this account is 
a young man of twenty-five or thirty years of age. 
He is from a province in the south of Nippon, 
some twenty-five miles west of Miaco or (Viyoto), 
but has resided for some years in Yedo. In his 
youth, he was an inyalid for ten or twelve years. 
During his sickness a doctor who had studied 
Dutch attended him, and once spoke about the 
science of Western nations. Then the young man 
formed the resolution, if he should recover, to 
study that science. He recovered, but he found 
an obstacle in his way from the fact that such 
studies were prohibited by his prince. But he 
persisted in his resolution, and to accomplish it 
he taught that it is lawful for men to disobey 
the commands both of prince and parents, rather 
than be kept for ever in ignorance. To restore 
his health, he began to eat meat, and bathe in cold 
water. This excited remark; he was called “a 
Christian,” and at last imprisoned in his narrow 
room for four hundred days. Here he despaired 
of delivery, and often meditated suicide, as the 
Japanese are apt to .do. But he was delivered 
from this by his teacher, a man some two years 
older than he, who came to him in his prison, and 
exhorted him to endure, and not kill himself, be- 
cause his life and his body were not his own, but 
God’s. This teacher, who taught him Chinese, 
had come in possession of a Chinese Bible, and 
from it he had learned so to reason. The young 
man followed his teacher’s advice, and passed his 
time in prison in diligently studying a Japanese 
and English dictionary made in Japan, and in 


studying the elements of English grammar, still 


cherishing his purpose of studying Western sci- 


ence, should he ever gain his freedom. His teach- 


er advised him, should he ever do so, to study the 
Bible, telling him that there is one thing which he 
would never learn from geography or natural phi- 


| losophy ; and that one thing is God. Geography 


might tell him about the shape of the earth, but 
the Bible only would teach him about the origi 
of the earth and all things. He resolved to fol- 
low the advice of his teacher. At the end of fo 
hundred days he was released, though he still 
held to his purpose. He told his friends that he 
was God’s servant, and hence was not ound to be

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then gave up his rank as a yakumin, and his sala- 
ry, and came to Yokohama, where he now is sup- 
porting himself by teaching, while diligently 
studying both the Chinese and English Bible. A 
short time ago he came to me to learn. We be- 
gan at the first of Genesis. The story of the ser- 
pent speaking to Eve is one over which the Jap- 
anese, many of them, make merry and laugh 
with incredulity. But this young man is not 
stumbled at it in the least, nor at any thing in the 
account of the creation and the fall. He says, 
that he sees mysteries every day before his eyes, 
and hence is prepared to find them in the Bible, 
Ihave great hopes of him. Since he came here, 
he has sent back a complete copy of the Chinese 
Scriptures and Dr. Hepburn’s tract, and a tract by 
Dr. Martin, of China, to his teacher. This teach- 
er, though I have never seen him, and do not 
know that he has ever seen a foreigner, is yet to 
me an interesting man. He studies alone, with 
no one to guide him; but I trust God will guide 
him. Both this teacher and my pupil have no- 
ticed the reluctance of the Japanese people to 
read the Bible, and the teacher accounts for it 
thus: “All men are sinners,” and they want to 
hide their sin, and therefore, will not, or do not 
like to read this book.” Through this same young 
man, I have got a glimpse of one or two more 
Bible students in Japan. One who studied alone 
in Hakodade, occasionally seeking the aid of a 
native interpreter there who knew a little of Eng- 
lish. The interpreter maintained, that in the 
present disturbed state of Japan a man should 
study military science first, and the Bible after- 
wards. But his friend maintained in opposition 
to this view, that Western nations are powerful, 
not because they have firearms, and understand 
military and nayal science, but because they make 
the Bible the basis of all besides; and hence he 
held that the Bible should be studied first of all. 
He has gone to his home in the west of Japan, and 
his friend, the interpreter, is said to have adopted 
his views. I could mention other interesting 
cases. The young man of whom I first spoke has 
influenced five others of his. acquaintances, so that 
they have all given up the worship of images and 
ancestors. One of these has followed him to Yo- 
kohama, and is studying along with him. And 
‘what is remarkable, all this is done without one 
word of instruction from any Christian missionary. 
Iregard it as the fruit of the few copies of the 
Scriptures in English and Japanese which are 
now in circulation. When I see thus one and an- 
other awakened soul arise and begin to move in 
the darkness of this land, I bless God for the Bible 
Society which has brought this light to them. 
But these earnest inquirers, of whom we are now 
beginning to*catch glimpses, one here and one 
there, stand much in need of the prayers of God’s 
people; not only that they may be led to God, 
put be led to God in Christ. It is a long way 
from idolatry or atheism to full faith in Christ as 
the Saviour. God will lead his elect in Japan, 
the whole distance safely, I doubt not. Still, 
- there is a loud call for prayer for those who are 
being led. I trust that you will remember these 
precious souls at the throne of grace, and call upon 
others to remember them also.

ASIA MINOR. 
, CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 3, 1867. 

Drar Srr:—During my absence in the United 
States, two colporteurs supported by funds from 
our Society laboured in Asia Minor. At my re- 
quest Rev. Dr. Van Lennep, of Syria, superintend- 
ed their labours, directing their journeyings,’and 
supplying them with books. 

One of them was a Greek, Anastasis by name, 
an earnest, tried disciple, long known to many of 
us. Dr.-Van Lennep has kindly furnished the 
following summary of his journeyings. Leaving 
Smyrna, he went by rail to Boiuda, thence to En- 
dermish and Tireh. He proceeded thence to 
Scala Nova on the sea shore, not far from the site 
of the ancient Miletus, where Paul, on his way 
from Greece to Syria, stopped and, called for the 
elders of Ephesus. He then took boat to the 
island of Colinnos, and thence to Cos. He had 
there a good deal of trouble with the Turkish 
authorities, who seized his books after he had 
displayed them in the market. They were taken 
to the palace and examined, after which they 
were returned. The result was, that both the . 
governor and judge bought Turkish Testaments. 
Others also followed their example, and he dis- 
posed of all that he had with him. He then visit- 
ed Syine, where he had little success, and pro- 
ceeded to Rhodes, and thence to Adalia (a mari- 
time city of Pamphylia), where several cases of 
Scriptures had arrived for him a,month before. 
This extraordinary merchandise had produced 
quite a ferment in the place; no such goods had 
ever been landed there before. The report was 
circulated that Protestant priests were coming, 
who would pay people to become Protestants, and 
many of the poor had prepared themselves to be 
converted. The wealthy Turks and Greeks, on 
thé other hand, were holding daily meetings to 
see what course they should pursue towards the 
coming priests. In the mosques the Turks were 
exhorted every day not to ‘allow themselves to be 
deceived, and change their religion for the Chris- 
tian. The Greeks received like exhortations from 
their leading men; so that it became a saying, 
that as the Jews wait for the Messiah, so the peo- 
ple of Adalia await the coming of the Protestant 
priests. On Anastasis’ arrival in the city, he went 
to the custom-house for his books. The boxes were 
opened, but were immediately ordered to be taken 


to the pasha, by whom the colporteur was told 


to keep quiet, and await the decision of a grand 
council to be convened to consider what should 
be done with these books, Several meetings of 
this council took place. Not venturing, however, 
to hinder his work, they gave him at last permis- 
sion to sell his books on condition of first showing 
them to the Greek bishop. An interview with 
this bishop having proved satisfactory, the col- 
porteur’s work proceeded without interruption, 
although some of the Greeks seeing that no hin- 
derance was to be put to the sales, urged the bish- 
op to warn the people not to buy them. This he 
refused to do. Some of the Turks were much dis- 
gusted that he should speak of Jesus as the “Son 
of God,” but Anastasis referring them to the New 
Testament told them that they would soon get 
accustomed to it, and all difficulty would be re- 


| moved. His sales amounted, at the close of his 
visit, to 1,500 piasters. (SI 
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He took a boat thence to Alzolia, sixty miles 
distant, and sold there books to the amount of 
400 piasters. The authorities made no direct op- 
position to his work, but sent for the captain of 
the boat, and asked him why he brought such a 
man to their town. His shrewd reply, “ Because 
he paid his fare,” put a stop to further questions. 

On his return to Rhodes all his books were con- 
fiscated by the governor of that island. They 
were subsequently restored to him through the in- 
terference of the English Consul. 

Anastasis had a variety of experience on his re- 
turn to Smyrna by the way of Chesnureio, etc. 
From Smyrna, he went forth again to Koniel, the 
Iconium of the Acts, doing well at Philadelphia, at 
Cassobah and other places on the route. At Koola, 
in the Beirut District, he found that the word of 
God had been for some time in possession of many 
of the people, and their interest in its teachings 
made them anxious to secure a permanent Christian 
labourer among them. Anastasis remained in this 
town for some time. As the result of his visit, an 
association was formed composed of thirty men. 
They meet once a week for the study of the Bible, 
and once a week also to read and discuss the 
Avedasser, or Monthly Messenger, printed by the 
missionaries. While there, the colporteur told 
the people, who are all Greeks, that he had found 
the knowledge of the Armenian alphabet very 
useful, as it enabled him to read many useful 
books in the Turkish language in that character. 
Upon this, the people began to learn the Armeni- 
an alphabet, and the teacher of the large Lancas- 
terian Greek school in the place had it taught to 
the pupils, much to the delight and edification of 
many. Dr. Van Lennep, referring to this inci- 
dent, says: “ When we think of the prejudices and 
bitter hatred which have so long existed between 
Greeks and Armenians, it well illustrates the har- 
monizing power of the Gospel.” 

The full report of this second tour I have not 
yet received. 

The other colporteur referred to in the begin- 
ning of this letter is an Armenian, Takvoor, by 
name. His journeyings have been to the north 
and north-east of Smyrna. He has just visited 
me, and given me his report. He has been quite 
successful in his tourings, although complaining 
bitterly that his orders for books were not prompt- 
ly responded to. 

I can give but one or two items from his long 
report. When he first visited the Dardanelles, the 
custom-house officer opened his boxes of books, 
and took from them a copy of all the kinds that 
he had to the pasha. Upon this, the Greek and 
Armenian bishops and chief rabbi were invited 
to the palace to examine the books. After look- 
ing at them, they all joined in deprecating their 
circulation among the people of the town. When 
_this was announced to the colporteur, he said: 
_ “This is very fine! The censorship at the capital 
permits the sale of these books, but in this little 
town it is not allowed. How is this? Are the 
authorities here greater and wiser than the goy- 


ernment at the capital? Furthermore,” said the |. 


colporteur, “who are the opposers? Are they not 
so-called Christians and Jews? Have the Turks 
objected?” “No,” replied the custom-house offi- 
cer. Soon, the pasha sent to know the price of 
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tom-house officer also and the general command- 
ing the garrison made purchases. The son of the 
latter, who acts also as his secretary, was not con- 
tent with the New Testament; he bought a Bible 
also, and we hear that this Bible passes from 
hand to hand among the soldiers, day after day. 
Many of the soldiers of the garrison called upon 
the colporteur during his stay in the town, to bor- 
row the New Testament, saying that their wages 
were many months in arrears, and that they had 
no money with which to buy it. Many avowed it 
as their purpose to buy the book, so soon as they 
received their wages. He was successful also 
among the Christians. A priest denounced him 
and his work in his church, and within a week 
called and made purchases of him to the amount 
of sixty piasters. Another sought him to beat 
him, but was led to see what a blessed book is the 
gospel, and received him as a guest, giving him 
blessing instead of cursing. The whole narrative 
is interesting, but too long, even for transcription. 
What I have given will indicate the character of 
their labours. In many places the hostility is 
great, but in the greater number there is an eager 
desire to know what God the Lord hath spoken 
in his word. Shall we not continue this work 
until that whole region where apostles once la- 
boured, sowing the good seed, and reaping rich 
harvests in the name of their divine Lord, shall 
be again blessed with the light which the entrance 
of God’s word giveth; and Asia Minor be again 
filled with churches full of the spirit of Christ, 
saluting us in the name of the Lord ?

From them they drew all their 
doctrines, and upon them based all their prac- 
tices; they were full of the treasures drawn from 
that blessed storehouse; and as they diligently 
searched the Scriptures, and were faithful to the 
Spirit’s leadings, how God honoured them ! 

Early Friends were ever zealous in the circula- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures. We believe the sec- 
ond Bible printed in this country was published 
by that worthy Friend, Isaac Collins, of Trenton, 
N. J. The British and Foreign Bible Society was 
largely aided both in its establishment and con- 
tinuance by Friends.

PLANS FOR BIBLE WORK. 

Tt was with the desire to encourage our mem- 
bers to greater diligence in this work, that our 
yearly meeting appointed an executive commit- 
tee, and issued advice and directions to our 
monthly meetings on this subject. They were re- 
quested to appoint committees to collect subscrip- 
tions (not less than their proportions of $1,000 
for the whole yearly meeting, but we hope much 
more) ; to visit in their own neighbourhoods, and 
to endeavour to have every family supplied with 
a copy of the Bible that will receive it; and also 
to remit what funds they can to the executive 
committee, to purchase the Holy Scriptures for 
circulation elsewhere. 

It is desired that our members endeavour to 
make proyision in their own neighbourhoods for 
visiting the sick and afflicted, and those who are 
worldly and careless, for the purpose of reading 
the Holy Scriptures to them, and exciting an in- 
terest in their sacred truths, pointing to Christ 
the only Saviour. In many places where this duty 
has been zealously performed, it has been greatly 
blessed. 

Great talents are not essential for this duty— 
only a love to Christ and a willing heart. A child 
may labour in this field, and receive the Divine 
approval; and thus many a moral wilderness may 
be cultivated and made to blossom, where now 
thorns only grow. ; 

By the minute of the yearly meeting, the quar- 
terly meetings are directed to give all the encour- 
agement in their power to this concern; and the 
monthly meetings’ committees will unite to forma 
quarterly meeting’s committee, in conjunction 
with the two members of their meetings who are 
members of the executive committee. During the 
holding of each quarterly meeting, the general 


‘work of the Bible cause within their compass 


should be thoroughly examined and stimulated ; 
and where practicable, a ‘special meeting of all the 
members should be held for the promotion of this 
object. Reports are requested to be made after 


-each quarterly meeting to the executive commit-

Where Friends are already at work jointly with 
their neighbours as auxiliary to the American Bible 
Society, we would have them go on with increased: 
diligence. This is no sectarian work; many of 
our fellow-Christians of other denominations are:

cases probably more may be effected by this union 
of effort than by separate labour. The spread of” 
the Holy Scriptures is the object sought, and the:

If the monthly meetings in which 
our members are thus united with others will re- 
port to the central committee quarterly, as direct- 
ed: above, what they are doing, and remit such

ALASKA.—A NEW FIELD FOR BIBLE WORK. 

Rey. F. Buel, our Agent in California, has sent 
us some valuable statements respecting the newly 
acquired territory of Alaska. The success of our 
recent donation of Bibles for Eastern Siberia, and 
the facts of the article lately published in the 
Record on that subject, encourage the hope that 
we may find a good work to do among the popu- 
lation of our new North-west. Mr. Buel writes us 
as follows, under date of Noy. 12, 1867: 

My attention has been directed by an article, 
which lately appeared in the Record, to careful 
inquiries as to the population and religious culti- 
vation of the Russian territory, just ceded to our 
Government. I am informed that the whole num- 
ber of inhabitants on the mainland and Aleutian 
Islands is between twenty and thirty thousand. 
Of these, very few are native Russian ; some hund- 
reds only; the remainder are aborigines. The 
Russians are mostly attached to the Russian com- 
pany, and cannot be relied upon as permanent 
citizens. The native Indians are partially in- 
structed in the rites and ceremonies of the Greek 
Church; a portion of them, say two thirds, are 
able to read the Russian or Slavonic language. 
The most cultivated of the Indians are on the isl- 
ands; those on the mainland are more rude and 
uncivilized. Those on the islands are represented 
ag peculiarly docile and easily controlled, being 
entirely under the sway of the Russian authorities. 
In Sitka there are three churches; one Greek 
Church under the care of the archbishop, one also 
for the Indians, and one Lutheran Church for the 
Finns and Germans of that persuasion; the latter, 
at present, has no pastor. 

Such, in brief, are the statistics respecting the 
people of this new territory. How much oppor- 
tunity there will be for the circulation of the 
Scriptures among them, I cannot determine. 
Whatever opportunity I may have to learn of 
their religious wants, I shall report to you from 
time to time. The need of religious instruction 
among them cannot be exaggerated; but whether 
there is any such great promise of good as to call 
for a distinct and independent work among them 
I would not decide with my present information. 
The churches here, that would seem from our in- 
tercourse with these regions to be most likely to 
be exercised respecting their religious wants, have 
scarcely considered the subject, and have made no 
movement towards occupying the field, doubtless 
from the fact that none among us could speak the 
Russian language. ;

THE VERMONT BIBLE SOCIETY. 

This institution held its annual meeting at the 
State House, in Montpelicr, Wednesday, Oct. 16, 
1867, the Hon. Paul Dillingham, the president, in 
the chair. The public exercises of the anniversary 
took place in the evening of the same day, in 
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Representatives’ Hall, when President Angell, of 
the Vermont University, delivered a most appro- 
priate and interesting address on “The relation 
of the Bible to Civil Liberty.” 

The interesting report of the secretary, Rev. 
Wm. H. Gilbert, records the fact, that the explo- , 
ration of the State, provided for by the society at 
the previous annual meeting, has been carried 
forward during the year with many encouraging 
results. The work has been completed in forty- 
four towns, giving material for the following sta- 
tistics: Number of families, 11,852; of persons, 
50,340; attendants on public worship, 28,010; on 
Sabbath schools, 9,769; number between five and 
eighteen years of age who do not attend Sabbath 
school, 7,888; number of books sold, 3,142; num- 
ber of books donated, 851; families destitute of 
the Scriptures, 472; declining to receive the Scrip- 
tures, 156; supplied, 316. 

Arrangements were made during the year for 
furnishing with Bibles the stations of two of the 
principal railroads of the State; and the work 
was greatly aided by the sympathy and liberality 
of the presidents of these roads, and others asso- 
ciated in their management. It is desirable that 
a similar provision be speedily made for the sta- 
tions of every railway in the State, 

Including the sum of $1,475 80 contributed di- 
rectly to the Parent Society at New York, the 
receipts of the year amounted to $10,529 40; ex- 
ceeding the income of the previous year by 
$1,140 24. Besides these amounts, funds were 
contributed on the field, from various sources, for 
the independent but kindred object of erecting a 
Bible House at Constantinople. The aggregate 
of these was $833 29, making a grand total for 
the year of $11,362 66. 

The society is to be congratulated on these re- 
sults. The work of exploring the State will be 
continued under the supervision of the committee 
hitherto in charge of it. In their care, with the 
counsel and sympathy of the excellent board of 
officers, and the labours of the indefatigable secre- 
tary, we trust that the effort may be carried, with- 
in a brief period, to a successful termination.

In the absence of the 
president, the Hon. Judge Rockwell, the chair 
was occupied by one of the vice presidents, The 
services were opened by the reading of the Scrip- 
tures by the secretary, Rev. N. H. Niggleston, and 
with prayer by Rev. J. A. Clark. 

Cyrus Bying- 
ton, D.D., missionary to the Choctaw Indians for 
the past forty years. As he sketched, in words of 
pathos and power, the wonders that God had 
wrought in that Indian country, by the Scriptures 
of truth, all felt that the wilderness and solitary 
place were glad for them, and the desert had 
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blossomed as the rose. No man can make such a 
speech who has not seen and done what Dr. By- 
ington has done and seen 

The society was then addressed by Ne» T. 
Leonard, Esq., of Westfield ; Prof. Albert Hopkins, 
and Prof. Tatlock, of Williams College; Mr. Reed, 
of Stockbridge; the Rev. Dr. Todd, of Pittsfield ; 
and by our Agent, Rev. Hubbard Beebe. The at- 
tendance was unusually large, the court room 
being crowded to its utmost capacity. The re- 
ceipts were not all in at the close of the meeting, 
but so far as reported, were larger than last year. 
There are few, if any auxiliary Bible societies, 
whose record stands higher than that of Berkshire 


County.

THE SCRIPTURES FOR THE ARMY. 

The president of one of our auxiliary societies 
informed us some time ago, that an army officer 
had expressed deep regret that the Bible Society 
in America did not make arrangements for giving 
the Bible or the New Testament to soldiers enlist- 
ing in the regular army. 

It is only needful for us to say that our plans 
for the third general supply of the country, now 
in active operation, contemplate nothing less than 
the placing of the Scriptures, by sale or dona- 
tion, within reach of every destitute person in the 
land. Our auxiliaries, without exception, are re- 
quested to report the numbers of yolumes distrib- 
uted by their agency in the army and navy; and 
this important work is among the interests in- 
trusted to the supervision of our Agents. The 
New York Bible Society reported last year that 
1,771 volumes had been sent by it to military 
posts and recruiting stations; and a reference to 
the work of other auxiliaries would show that our 
duty in this direction is not overlooked. <A special 
grant was recently made for the military posts in 
Dakotah Territory; and through our local socie- 
ties, or directly, we shall be happy to give atten- 
tion to every proper request in behalf of our sol- 
diers, as we have proved our readiness to supply, 
through yarious channels, the destitution in the 
navy. , 

While, therefore, we cannot doubt that our ar- 
rangements are sufficiently comprehensive to se- 
cure the end thus referred to, we are glad of this

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 

The stated meeting of the Managers was held 
at the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 
6th inst., at half-past three o’clock, P.M.; James 
Lenox, Esq., President, in the chair, assisted by 
Norman White, Frederick 8. Winston, and A. 

Robertson Walsh, Esqs., Vice Presidents. 

The Rey. Dr. Deems read the second Psalm, 
and offered prayer. 

Five new auxiliaries were recognised; one in each 
of the States of Michigan, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
and Texas, and one in the Territory of Colorado, 

Interesting communications were received from 
Mr. Thomas M. Westrup, Monterey, with highly 
gratifying statements as to the.progress of the 
work in Northern Mexico; from Rey. Dr. Bergne, 
London, as to-the revision of the Portuguese Bi- 
ble, and in regard to making plates of theaow- 
eled Old Testament in Arabic at Beirut; from 
Rey. I. G. Bliss, Constantinople, as to the prog- 
ress of making plates of Arabic Scriptures at 
Beirut, and relating successful labours of colpor- 
teurs in Asia Minor; from Rev. William Clark, 
Milan, showing increasing demand for the Scrip- 
tures in Southern Europe; from Rey. R. G. Wil- 
der, of the Kolapoor Mission, returning thanks for 
aid in books and funds, with statements as to the 
work in India, which is very favourable; from 
Rey. Dr. Jacoby, Bremen, from Rey. C..C. Bald- 
win, of the Mission of the American Board, in Foo- 
chaw, from Rey. L. H. Wheeler, of the Methodist 
Mission, in Foochaw, sending their accounts for 
the last year, and asking aid for the coming year ; 
and from Rey. James H. Ballagh, Yokohama, with 
interesting and gratifying statements as to the 
prospects in Japan. 

Grants of books were made amounting to 4,897 
volumes, besides others to the value of $290. 
They were for the National Soldiers’ Home, Day- 
ton, Ohio; to the Seamen’s Friend Society ; Cher- 
okee Testaments and. Psalms for distribution in 
Arkansas; for distribution in vessels sailing to 
foreign ports; and to societies, Agents, etc., for 
the South. ae

THE LATE CHANCELLOR WALWORTH. 
From the minutes of the Board of Managers of the American 
Bible Society, January 2, 1868. 


It becomes the duty of the Board to record the 
death of the Honourable Reuben Hyde Walworth, 
a Vice President of this Society; and in so doing 
it has the satisfaction of giving testimony to his 
fidelity and zeal in the great work of publishing 
and circulating the Holy Scriptures, as well as 
kindred labours for the increase of virtue, knowl- 
edge, faith, and happiness among men. His long 
life, given mainly to judicial labours, as Circuit 
Judge and Vice Chancellor, and for twenty years 
Chancellor of the State of New York, in which 
positions he was distinguished as a learned, dili- 
gent, wise, and upright Judge, has been an hon- 
our to the country; and his positive, defined, and 
known character as a deyout and thankful receiy- 
er of the Sacred Oracles, and a consistent follower 
of the Redeemer they reveal, was universally asso- 
ciated with his public reputation. While humbly 
bowing to the Divine will, which has called our 
associate from works of usefulness here to the 
rest of believers, this Society declares its gratitude 
to the Giver of all good for the services of his life 
in the common cause of Christianity; and for the 
good example he has left of one bearing earthly 
honours, yet living and dying in the confidence of 
a certain faith, in the comfort of a reasonable re- 
ligious and holy hope, in favour with God, and in 
charity with the world.

REPORTS OF AGENTS, 

Rey. Isaac WiuLEy, of New Hampsuire, in his re- 
port for December, writes: “We are finding a larger 
destitution than we expected to find. Oue of our agents 
reports seven per cent. in his field. You will gain some 
views of the state of our work, if I say that 130 towns 
have been carefully supplied, forty are now in a course 
of supply, and sixty are yet to be supplied.” Mr. Wil- 
ley delivered during the month fourteen Bible sermons 
and addresses, travelled 673 miles, received $579 50 in 
donations, and remitted $1,182 28. 

Mr. WILLIAM Guixp, of Ruopp IsLaAnp and Vicin- 
ITy, reports the canvassing of the village of East Green- 
wich. The labours of the Bible visitors in different 
localities are continued, with promise of much good. 
Mr. Guild reports, that during December he delivered 
seven Bible addresses, travelled 762 miles, and collected 
$489 28. The number of families reported as visited is 
512, of which twenty-one were found destitute, and six- 
teen were supplied. 

Rey. HuBBARD BEEBE, of CONNECTICUT and Massa- 
CHUSETTS, reports twelve Bible sermons and addresses 
delivered, 262 letters and documents sent, 675 miles 
travelled on official duty, and $1,270 91 received from 
collections and donations. The report includes a brief 
statement of Rey. Mr. Denton’s work in Holyoke, Mass., 
which has some remarkable features. The statistics of 
the exploration in part show, that of 890 families vis- 
ited, 429, or nearly one half, had no Bible; and in 281 
families, one parent or both could not read. When the 
work is completed, the results in full will be given. The 
canvass of New Haven was about to be undertaken by 
Mr. Denton. 

Rev. M. W. Strapies, of Eastern and NorTHERN 
New Yor«, reports that the work of canvassing is pretty 
nearly completed in this district. The work is now go- 
jng forward in Clinton and Essex Counties. Mr. Sta- 
ples delivered seven Bible sermons and addresses dur- 
ing the month of December, sent out thirty letters and 
2,319 documents, and travelled 760 miles. Rev. H. 
Brownson has continued his labours in this field, and 
reports as follows: Bible sermons and addresses deliv- 
ered, nine; miles travelled, 398; receipts from collec- 


tions and donations, $420 65. 


Rey. Isaac 8. BINGHAM, of. CENTRAL New York, | has 
forwarded his first report, for the month of December, 


during which he delivered eleven Bible sermons and ad- _ 


dresses, travelled 700 miles on official duty, and received 
in donations $257 20. The resupply is going forward in 
several of the counties in this district. Mr, Bingham 
has entered upon his agency under pleasant auspices, 
and with an intelligent and appreciative view of the 
work to be done. Not doubting that he will enjoy the

cently transferred from the central district, has for- 
warded also, for December, his first report of labours in 
his new field. Much of his time has necessarily been 
occupied in correspondence and consultation with offi- 
cers of auxiliaries, and in a general investigation of the 
condition and wants of the district. The Geneva Bible 
Society held its annual meeting on the 29th of Decem- 
ber, the services leaving apparently a deep and excel- 
lent impression on the minds and hearts of those pres- 
ent. On the fields of five auxiliaries, during October 
and November, 4,852 families were visited, 346 found 
destitute, and 248 supplied, besides 115 destitute per- 
sons. Mr. Richardson reports twelve sermons and ad- 
dresses delivered, 434 letters and documents sent, and 
650 miles travelled on official duty. 

Rey. Grorer SHELDON, D.D., of New JErRsry and 
DELAWARE, informs us that the Camden County Bible 
Society in New Jersey held its anniversary on the 5th of 
January. The meeting was one of unusual interest, and 
very decided action was taken as to the work and need 
of the Parent Society. The county has just been resup- 
plied. Dr. Sheldon has had the opportunity, recently, 
of presenting the claims of ourqwork before two eccle- 
siastical bodies. 

Rey. E. A. Boties, of SoutH CaRoxtna, reports 
favourable distribution of the Scriptures by the auxilia- 
ries in Clarendon, Columbia, Greenville, York, and 
Newberry Districts. He addressed a Sabbath school at 
Columbia, inthe Presbyterian Church, consisting of over 
200 children of freedmen. It has a Bible class of adult 
freedmen. The superintendent is a student of the 
theological seminary at that place, and is assisted by 
thirty ladies and gentlemen of the (white) Presbyterian 
Church. The African Methodist Episcopal Churches 
also have Sabbath schools in Columbia, conducted by 
coloured teachers. 


Rey. 8. P. RicHarpson, of ALABAMA, reports cordial 
reception by the Montgomery Annual Conference, 
which adopted appropriate resolutions of co-operation. 
The same kind reception was extended to Mr. R. by the 
Mobile Conference. ‘The bishop and ministers gener- 
ally expressed their devotion to the Parent Society, and 
by resolution pledged themselves to aid me in my 
work.” 


Rev. N. P. Mopratt, of Eastern Texas, thus shows 
the intimate relation between the Bible work and revi- 
vals of religion: 

In almost every district of my field where the Scrip- 
tures have been circulated within the last year, gracious 
revivals of religion have followed’—a blessed fruit 
indeed. ; 

Rey. E, Wrieut, of Missouri, organized a new auxil- 
jary at Cameron, an important railroad town. The 
people entered heartily into the work, and although 
holding three churches made a Bible subscription of 
fifty dollars.. 

At Maysville, where the county society has just been re- 
organized, Mr. W. found two years since a remnant of 
Bibles in the house of a good old man who had kept 
them safely during the war. He was glad to have the 
box opened, and the books set free for use. In his old 
age this blessed book was his chief joy. Ona recent 
visit, as I held his old family Bible, he said: “It is 
almost worn out, like me; but its tuths won’t wear 
out. They comfort me on this sick bed, and will com- 
fort me for ever.” 


Rey. J. W. DeVirsiss, of Western Trxas, furnishes | 


some passages of his recent experience. A Bible agent 
_ on the Texan frontier has no easy berth, at least if these 
extracts are fair specimens of some of his trials during 


from home: 

On my way I hired a lone Freedman to escort me over 
a most dangerous road of twenty-six miles without a 
human habitation; night overtook us, and providential- 
ly we met three men, who agreed to camp with us. We 
divided the night into five watches, and stood guard, 
each taking his turn, all night. In the morning I arrived 
at Bandesa about breakfast time. A little girl about five 
years old had told her Ma that she would wait in the 
portico till noon to watch for me; she was at her post 
when I arrived, and clapping her hands with tears of 
joy said, ‘“O Ma! Ma! he has come before breakfast, T 
am so glad; now we will have preaching.” This little 
incident moved me to tears. You will be astonished 
when I tell you that this town had not had asermon by 
any orthodox preacher for six months. Oh how they 
turned out and how they listened, and how they went 
into the Bible interest! I cannot describe the scene. I 
addressed the people three times, and preached three 
times in addition. 

Our conference is just over. I remain to hold the an- 
niversary of the Bible society here, which takes place to- 
night. We had a pleasant session; the Bible cause was 
not overlooked, as the enclosed report of our Bible com- 
mittee will show. 

Your circular was received in due time, and read care- 
fully and considered fully. I am determined to bring 
this matter before all the committees, and have thus far 
brought it before my audiences, and I think the people 
begin to right up on the Bible Society’s real claims upon 
them. I feel sometimes discouraged in view of our 
financial depression, but Iam determined to go forward, 
trusting in the God of the Bible. 


In a subsequent letter, he says: 

You wish me a happy Christmas ‘and New Year. I 
must tell you how I spent those days. Christmas Eve 
I preached at Clifton, in Bosque County, and organized 
a Bible committee; Christmas Day I drove thirty miles 
over as rough a road as there is in Texas alone, and 
watched for Indians all day; preached at night at Gates- 
ville, and wrote till ten o’clock, P. M.; New Year’s Eve 
I got lost and bogged in the snow, and finally got to a 
house eight o’clock, P. M. New Year’s Day I drove 
twenty-two miles through a mixture of snow, mud, and 
water; ate a cold snack for dinner, and at night had 
hard work to get to stay at a Baptist brother’s house, 
who in the morning charged me one dollar and twenty- 
five cents specie, and I went on my way rejoicing. My 
family did better, for they had a turkey on Christmas 
Day; but my wife says she could not relish it because 
the Bible agent was not there. 

Rev. E. O. Dunning, of MippLE AND EAsTERN TEN- 
NESSEE, reports ‘‘a special interest in the cause of Bible 
distribution among some of our principal awxiliaries. 
Six of these are engaged or have completed the canvass- 
ing of their districts in middle Tennessee.” ‘TI have 
attended several meetings that have been the means of 


awakening a new zeal in the Bible work.” 


Rey. Dr. Savacr, of EasteRN KENTUCKY, sends us 
good accounts of the anniversaries of auxiliaries at 
Harrodsburg and Lexington. He adds this interesting 
statement: “Obtaining permission of the Lexington 
and Vicinity Bible Society, on last Monday I organized 
an independent Bible Society among the freedmen of 
the city. The attendance was very large, and all the 
churches, five in number, were represented. 

“They were more than delighted, and I think they will 
manage it well, and make it a success. Many of the 
freedmen here are intelligent‘and educated. They will 
have their own depository, and directed me to order - 
them some books. The canvass of the city is being 
prosecuted by James Turner, one of their own colour. 
This canvass will be completed under the auspices of 
the Lexington and Vicinity Bible Society.” & 

Rey. J. D. Norton, of NorTHEASTERN Onto, reports 
fifteen Bible sermons and addresses delivered, ten local 


| Societies visited, 260 letters and documents sent, 750 
miles travelled on official duty, $711 75 received in do- 
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nations, and $1,378 22 remitted to us on donation and 
book account, besides $357 paid to auxiliaries. In con- 
nexion with auxiliaries, he reports the visiting of 1,337 
families. Notwithstanding the prevailing financial em- 
barrassments, Mr. Norton is greatly encouraged by the 
interest and liberality manifested in his field. 

Rey. C. 8. MArTINnDALE, of SOUTHEASTERN OHIO, had 
so far recovered from his recent severe injury as to be 
able to labour during December without interruption. 
He reports the visiting of 1,078 families, of which sixty- 
six were found destitute, and forty-three were supplied. 
In the way of personal labour he delivered nine Bible 
sermons and addresses, visited five auxiliaries, attended 
three anniversaries, sent out 194 letters and documents, 
travelled 918 miles, and collected $529 16 in donations. 

Rev. E. W. Smits, of NORTHWESTERN OHIO, reports 
that the anniversary exercises of Lucas, Crawford, and 
Sandusky Counties have recently been held, and all 
were of more than ordinary interest. The returns show 
that 1,435 families had been visited, of which 128 were 
found destitute, and 117 were supplied. Mr. Smith 
reports, further, that he had visited twelve auxiliaries, 
attended nine anniversaries, delivered fourteen sermons 
and addresses, sent out 358 letters and circulars, tray- 
elled 416 miles, and received in donations $720 50. 

Rey. W. Herr, of SOUTHWESTERN. Onto, furnishes 
interesting particulars respecting the condition, work, 
and prospects of several of the auxiliaries. He reports 
the visitation of 1,106 families, of which thirty-eight 
were found destitute and supplied. His report of per- 
sonal labours includes the following particulars: Socie- 
ties visited, ten; organized, two; sermons and addresses 
delivered, twelve; letters and documents sent, 390; 
miles travelled, 540; receipts from all sources, $830 97. 

Rey. JoHN THompson, of Inprana, informs us that 
the month of December was one of anxiety and toil. 
The pecuniary results are not large, owing in part to 
the searcity of money, and in part to the obstruction of 
labour by the condition of the weather and the roads, 


and the sickness, for a time, of two of the best local | 


agents in the State. Mr. Thompson had been diligent 
in personal effort, having visited twelve auxiliaries, de- 
livered twelve sermons and addresses, sent out 700 let- 
ters and documents, and travelled 1,131 miles on official 
duty. He reports also the visiting of 1,630 families, of 
which 129 were found destitute, and seventy-one were 
supplied. 

Rey. AmMAsA Lorp, of Inirvors, reports that he deliy- 
ered in December eight sermons and addresses, sent out 
3,137 letters and documents, travelled seventy-five miles, 
received in donations $563, and from all sources 
$2,656 94. Besides this amount, large sums were , paid 
directly by local agents to the auxiliaries. The report 
also states that 11,556 families had been visited, 423 of 
which were found destitute, and 288 were supplied, be- 
sides 305 destitute persons. 

Rey. JonN Hinton, of Micuiean, reports the follow- 
ing statistics: Auxiliaries visited, nine; sermons, etc., 
delivered, ten; letters and documents sent, 957; miles 
travelled, 1,186; receipts from donations, $213 63, and 
from all sources, $655 44; families visited, 866; found 
destitute, 112; supplied, 101; besides fifty-one destitute

Rev. M. N. Apams, of MINNESOTA, reports that he 
has visited fifteen local societies, delivered twenty-three 
Bible sermons and addresses, issued 128 letters and cir- 
culars, and travelled 285 miles, The collections in De-
